We also exercise the greatest of care in digging, packing, 
and shipping so that they get to you in the best condition possible. 


We will replace any bushes that you receive from us that were damaged in shipping if notified within 
ten days, but do not replace good bushes that are planted and do not grow as there are too many 
soil and climatic conditions involved over which we have no control. 


The first Spring after planting rose bushes, remove only old flowers, leaving all stems and leaves possible. 


All our rose bushes, if given proper care, will bloom for you the first Spring and will continue all Summer 
and Fall. Climbing roses bloom very little the first year, but will be covered with bloom the second 
Spring.

ANNIE DREVET—95¢ ea. Large semi-double flowers of fiery red with gold center. Gold on reverse 
side of petals. Bushy plant with large, dark green leaves. 

AUTUMN—95¢ ea. Rich autumn colors, burnt orange and yellow, splashed with red. Very double 
flowers. Long, strong stems, with dark green foliage. 


AZTEC—(P.A.F.) $3.00 ea. This is a spectacularly beautiful rose of solid, orange-scarlet color, 
startling in its size, brilliance and perfection of form. Lovely fragrance. 

BANNER—(Plant. Pat. No. 1071) $2.00 ea. A most unusual rose with lovely, well-shaped buds of 
bright red with light pink stripes, and deeper red veins running through the petals producing a 
striking effect. The gorgeous blooms are in varying shades of lighter red with almost white stripes, 
and often measure 6!/> inches across. A sport of the famous Charlotte Armstrong, a vigorous 
grower with long, heavy stems. 

BOZENA NEMCOVA—95¢ ea. Long, well shaped buds of light pink, shaded lavender, opening to 
large lavender-pink flowers that are very fragrant. 

BUCCANEER—(Plant Pat. No. 1119) $2.50 ea. A tall, vigorous plant, free-branching, and a real 
addition to any garden. Brilliant yellow flowers are perfectly formed, and semi-double. 

BRASIER—95¢ ea. Beautiful buds and flowers of vivid, flaming scarlet on the inside of petals and 
burnt orange-shaded scarlet on the reverse side. Bushy, free blooming plant. 

BRAVO—(Plant Pat. No.983) $2.25 ea. A large, bold rose of brilliant cardinal red coloring that 


will steal the show at the peak of its blooming in your garden. Colors well even in hottest weather. 


CALEDONIA—95¢ ea. Large, long buds and large, full flowers of pure white. The purest white 
of all roses. 

CALIFORNIA'S FAVORITE—$1.50 ea. Its beautifully shaped buds of salmon pink open into large 
flowers of clear, soft pink shade, which lighten delicately at the edge of the petals. This is a 
sport of our fine Stockton Beauty. An upright grower producing many blooms with long stems. 

CAPISTRANO—(Plant Pat. No.922) $2.00 ea. This vigorous, upright rose produces an early abun- 
dance of large buds and flowers of a rich shade of deep glowing pink, with good fragrance. 

CECIL—(Single) 95¢ ea. Large, bright yellow flowers. The best single yellow rose. Glossy foliage. 

CHARLES MALLERIN—(Plant Pat. No. 933) $2.50 ea. A very fine black-red rose, with buds and 
blooms of midnight crimson velvet. It does not blue. 30 to 40 petals of heavy texture, the outer 
petals curling slightly. 

CHARLOTTE ARMSTRONG—(Plant Pat. No. 455) $2.25 ea. Long, perfect buds of a most unusual 
color of blood red, shading to an orange red near base of petals. Flowers are large, well shaped, 
cerise in hot weather and spectrum red in cool weather. The bush is a vigorous grower with fine 
foliage, and is a very free bloomer. This is one of the finest roses. 

CHRISTOPHER STONE—95¢ ea. Bright velvety scarlet. Open flowers showing large clusters of golden 
stamens. Bright green foliage. Very free blooming. 
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CHRYSLER IMPERIAL—(Plant*Pat. No. 1167) $2.50 ea. A red, red rose that heads the list of all red 
roses. Its vivid, irridescent shades of red deepen in shadow to a warm, rich-red, yet attain a 
brilliance, unsurpassed, in light. The buds are long and tapering, unfolding to immense blooms 
measuring 4 to 5 inches across, and having 40 to 50 petals. 

CONDESA DE SASTAGO—95¢ ea. Oriental red inside and golden yellow outside petals. Very large 
double flowers. Glossy green, disease-resistant foliage. A marvelous rose. 

CONTRAST—95¢ ea. Medium-size buds and flowers of a beautiful pink, with very soft shadings, some- 
times nearly white on reverse of petals. 

COUNTESS VANDAL—95¢ ea. Long, pointed buds of coppery salmon tones, deepening at base of 
petals with yellow blendings. Good, leathery foliage. 

CRIMSON GLORY—95¢ ea. The most famous red rose of all time. Superb buds of clear, brilliant 
crimson, opening into large well-formed blooms of clear, bright red. Intense fragrance. Bush has 
vigor, and excellent form. 

CYNTHIA—95¢ ea. Large buds and flowers of rose-pink with gold at base of petals. Upright grower. 

DAINTY BESS—(Single) 95¢ ea. Flowers of soft pink with red stamens on a strong-growing bush. 
The most popular single rose. 

DICKSON'S PERFECTION—95¢ ea. Shrimp pink, overlaid with glowing orange merging into an 
orange-yellow base. The large petals are shaded rose salmon. 

DUCHESS OF PENARANDA—95¢ ea. A remarkable coppery-orange rose. Good, vigorous habit. 
Distinct, healthy foliage. Free blooming. Colors best in Autumn. 

EDITOR McFARLAND—95¢ ea. Large, well shaped dark pink buds and flowers on strong-growing 
bush. One of the finest pink roses. 


EDEN ROSE—(Plant Pat. No. 1149) $2.00 ea. Very large, cupped, double, very fragrant rose-pink 
blooms on long, strong stems. Glossy dark green foliage, few thorns. Upright habit. 


ENA HARKNESS—95¢ ea. Excellent buds of brilliant, sparkling red, opening into vivid, velvety 


blooms, with damask fragrance. 


ETOILE DE HOLLANDE—95¢ ea. Large, well formed buds and flowers of dark, velvety red. Very 
fragrant. Will not fade in hottest sun. Good strong bush. 


FAIENCE—95¢ ea. Two-tone soft peach and yellow. Faience is the name of a famous pottery, noted 
for its irridescent colors. Long buds and full flowers of soft peach-pink shading to gold at base 
on the inside of the petals and yellow on the outside. 


FIRST LOVE—(Plant Pat. No..921) $2.25 ea. Long and slender buds, shading from rose to dawn-pink. 
Mildly fragrant. Plant is vigorous grower with disease-resistant foliage. Good stems. 


FORTY-NINER—(Plant Pat. No. 792) $2.25 ea. Bi-colored rose, the inside face of the petals is a 
vivid oriental red. The outside of the petals is a straw yellow. Upright growing bush. 


GOLDEN RAPTURE—95¢ ea. Buds and flowers of pure yellow on strong-growing plant. Fine for cutting. 
HADLEY—95¢ ea. Large buds and flowers of rich crimson. Very fragrant. Free bloomer. 


HEART'S DESIRE—(Plant Pat. No. 501) $1.75 ea. Long, pointed, perfectly-shaped buds of pure, 
bright glowing red, opening to large, bright red flowers that fade very slowly. Very fragrant. 

HELEN TRAUBEL—(Plant Pat. No. 1028) $2.75 ea. A distinctive rose with color varying from spark- 
ling pink to luminous apricot, with bright undertones which literally make flowers sparkle. Large, 
tapering buds which unfold into glorious blooms; lovely fragrance. Large growing, attractive foliage. 

HINRICH GAEDE—95¢ ea. Buds of a bright, coppery color. Flowers open into brilliant orange- 
vermillion. Bushy plant with dark bronzy-green foliage. An excellent rose. 

HOOSIER BEAUTY—95¢ ea. Beautiful crimson flowers on good, upright bush. Profuse bloomer, 

INNOCENCE—(Single) 95¢ ea. Large, white flowers with golden yellow stamens. 

ISOBEL—(Single) 95¢ ea. Large rose-pink flowers with bright yellow centers. 

ISOBEL HARKNESS—(P.A.F.) $3.00 ea. Buds are large, long, beautifully formed, opening to graceful 
blooms with no shadings to mar its bright shining yellow color. Vigorous, good for cutting. Fragrant. 

J. OTTO THILOW—95¢ ea. Perfect shaped buds and flowers of rich rose pink. Good, strong, upright 
bush and a free bloomer, Excellent pink rose. 

JUNO—(Plant Pat. No. 895) $2.50 ea. This variety has combined large size, bright color, and per- 
fection of form into a very fine rose. The long, tapering, clear pink buds unfold into big, double, 
high centered flowers of lighter pink tones. The plant is low, bushy and compact. 

KOROVO—95¢ ea. Peach-blossom pink and coppery rose. Large, double and lasting flowers. Free 
blooming plant. Good vigorous habit. 

LADY FORTEVIOT—95¢ ea. Large, striking apricot buds. Semi-double flowers of golden apricot 
shading. Dark glossy foliage. 

LA JOLLA—(Plant Pat. No. 1103) $2.50 ea. Delicate pastel-pink and cream, with gold at the heart 
of each camellia-like bloom. Very vigorous and upright in habit. 

LAVENDER QUEEN—$2.00 ea. A touch of “lavender and old lace"---you will like the dainty, per- 
fectly shaped buds of delicate lavender hues, which open into enchantingly beautiful blooms of 
rich lavender coloring, sometimes touched with light burgundy shadings on underside of outer 
petals. A rose that is unusual and delightful. 


LOVE SONG—(Plant Pat. No. 1360) $2.50 ea. Rich salmon-pink, with brilliant yellow on the lower 
third of the petals and lighter yellow reverse. Large flower, very double, 

LOWELL THOMAS—(Plant Pat. No.595) $2.25 ea. Long, tightly furled buds of golden yellow 
opening slowly into mildly fragrant flowers. Vigorous growing bush. 

LULU—95¢ ea. Long, very slender buds of coral pink opening into semi-double deep pink flowers. 

MARCIA—95¢ ea. Buds are a lovely, vibrant pink, with undertones of sparkling coral, which open 
into large well-shaped blooms of warm, bright pink. Bush is excellent upright grower. 

MARI DOT—95¢ ea. Beautiful, large buds and flowers of apricot pink. Glossy foliage and spreading 
bush. Free bloomer. 

McGREDY'S IVORY—95¢ ea. Large, cream-white buds of soft, delicate tones that merge into a 
light yellow base. Large, well-shaped flowers. A free and perpetual bloomer. 


McGREDY'S YELLOW—95¢ ea. Perfectly formed buds and flowers of a clear, light yellow. 


McGREDY'S WONDER—95¢ ea. Brilliant, coppery orange with faint red blush on outside of petals. 
Opening flowers fading into chamois color. Growth vigorous and upright. Blooms in great pro- 
fusion. Bronze-green foliage. 

MIRANDY—(Plant Pat. No. 632) $2.25 ea. Buds are dark red with black shadings opening to very 
large deep red blooms. The bush is a strong grower and has fine, dark green foliage. Very fra- 
grant. A fine rose for hot weather. 

MISSION BELLS—(Plant Pat. No. 923) $2.00 ea. A truly gorgeous rose. Pointed, well formed buds 
of salmon pink slowly open to huge, high-centered blooms of clear shrimp-pink. Richly fragrant. 

MME. BUTTERFLY—95¢ ea. Perfectly formed, light pink buds and flowers with apricot shadings. 
Best in cool weather. 

MME. HENRI GUILLOT—(Plant Pat. No. 337) $2.00 ea. This charming two-toned rose is a harmony 


of deep watermelon-pink heavily veined with reddish orange. 


MME. JULES BOUCHE’—95¢ ea. Lovely white buds, unfolding to clear, white well shaped blooms. 
A strong growing bush with good foliage. 

MOJAVE—(Plant Pat. No. 1176) $2.75 ea. The color is a blend of salmon, apricot and orange and 
occasionally in cool weather the salmon changes to red, blended with the other two colors. Plants 
are vigorous, with glossy foliage. Flowers are produced for the most part on an individual stem. 

MONTEZUMA—(Plant Pat. No. 1383) $2.75 ea. (Grandiflora) A rich scarlet-orange that is differ- 
ent --- unlike the color of any other rose. Shapely buds, big, showy, long lasting blooms. 

MRS. ERSKINE P. THOM—95¢ ea. Slender, bright yellow buds opening into flowers of pure, clear 
yellow. One of the best pure yellow roses. 


MRS. PIERRE S. DUPONT—95¢ ea. The most free bloomer of all yellow roses. Buds are small but 
perfectly shaped and dark yellow. Bushy plant with dark green foliage. . 

NIGHT—95¢ ea. One of the darkest of all red roses, buds and flowers being a very dark, velvety red, 
shaded with black and maroon. Spicy fragrance. 


NOCTURNE—(Plant Pat. No. 713) $2.25 ea. This rose has long, dark red, perfect buds opening to 


deep red, fragrant flowers. Nice for cutting. 


PEACE—(Plant Pat. No.591) $2.50 ea. A glorious rose that will always be interesting. Large yellow 
buds marked with red, opening to very large, light yellow flowers with petals edged with pink. 
Strong growing bush. An all-time favorite. 

PEDRALBES—95¢ ea. Unusually long cream buds. Flowers semi-double pure white. Flowers will not 
discoler. Very vigorous bush and free blooming. 


PICTURE—95¢ ea. Every bud is perfectly formed and opens into a long-lasting flower. A deep, warm 
pink with understones of salmon. Excellent for cutting. Good, upright growing bushes. 


POINSETTIA—95¢ ea. Well shaped, high centered buds of brilliant scarlet that open into dazzling, 
brilliant red flowers. Vigorous plant producing plenty of long-stemmed flowers. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER—(Plant Pat. No. 1217) $2.25 ea. This is a modern "American Beauty’ 
rose of medium red. Large ovoid buds open to 4- to 5-inch blooms with rich, unfading rose-red 
brilliant petals. Blooms come singly on strong stems. Continuous bloom on a bushy plant with 
few thorns; dark green, disease-resistant foliage. 

PRESIDENT HERBERT HOOVER—95¢ ea. Long buds that open slowly into a combination of many 
shades of cerise-pink, flame, scarlet and yellow flowers. Excellent for cutting. Bush is unusually 
vigorous. Fragrant. 

Dean PLUMECOCQ—95¢ ea. Orange-yellow buds opening to flowers of salmon shades on 
ong stems. 

PRINCESS MARINA—95¢ ea. Delicate apricot shaded, the coppery outer petals stained crimson in 
the bud. Long, perfect buds and good flowers on strong stems. 

QUEEN ELIZABETH—(Plant Pat. No. 1259) $2.50 ea. Grandiflora. A delicate, clear pink, in both 
the buds and high centered blooms. Some flowers on single stems, some in clusters. Very vigorous 
grower. Should be planted behind the less vigorous types. 

RAFFEL'S PRIDE—95¢ ea. Small, beautifully shaped buds of red and gold opening to flowers of 
oriental red splashed with gold. Good for warm climates. 

RED HOOVER—95¢ ea. A sport of the President Herbert Hoover with similar-shaped buds and flowers, 
except has much more red in coloring. A fine cutting flower and has long, good stems, 
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RED TALISMAN—95¢ ea. Buds and flowers are deep red shading to an orange-red. Growth and 
habit similar to the popular Talisman. 

SANTA ANITA—(Plant Pat. No. 539) $1.50 ea. A true pink rose. Flowers and buds are beautifully 
shaped on strong stems. Bright green foliage. 

SISTER THERESE—95¢ ea. Beautiful buds of clear yellow splashed with red. Flowers open to pure 
yellow. Clean, healthy foliage and good habit. 

SNOWBIRD—95¢ ea. Beautifully shaped, flaring white buds opening into very double, pure white 
flowers perfectly formed. Flowers are small to medium size. Medium growing bush. 

SOUTHPORT—95¢ ea. Long buds of brilliant scarlet opening to semi-double flowers. Keeps color 
well in hot sun. 

STOCKTON BEAUTY—$1.50 ea. Long, perfect buds of a deep glowing pink, shading into salmon 
pink. As the bud opens, the edges of the petals lighten to a very light, clear pink producing a 
lovely, ethereal effect. This rose is a sport of our Banner rose. 

SUTTER'S GOLD—(Plant Patz: No. 885) $2.25 ea. Long, pointed, bright yellow buds, richly shaded 
with orange. Open flowers yellow and orange. 

SUZON LOTTHE—(Plant Pat. No. 934) $2.00 ea. Peach colored buds which hold their high, peach- 
colored centers while row after row of outer petals slowly open to show tints of pearl-pink flushed 
with deeper pink toward outer edge of petals. 

TALISMAN—95¢ ea. A rose of brilliant coloring of orange-scarlet-yellow mixture. Has long stems 
and a favorite for cutting. Sweetly scented. A vigorous, free-branching bush. 

THE DOCTOR—$1.25 ea. Very large, beautiful buds and flowers of rose-pink. Very fragrant, 6- to 
7-inch flowers. One of the finest pink roses. 

TREASURE ISLAND—95¢ ea. Long, pointed buds of brilliant coppery-orange on strong stems, The 
outside of petals is a flaming orange, shading into gold at the base, and the inside a beautiful 
light salmon flushed with delicate pink. Perfect in nearly all weather conditions. 

VESUVIUS—(Single) 95¢ ea. Beautiful flowers of dark crimson with yellow stamens. Long stemmed. 

VICTORIA HARRINGTON—95¢ ea. Excellent buds and flowers of bright scarlet that fade very little 
in the heat. Strong mildew-resistant bush. 

WILL ROGERS—(Plant Pat. No. 256) $1.50 ea. Large, very double, very fragrant flowers of crimson- 
maroon, shaded black. Plant medium grower, but very fine bloomer. 


POLYANTHAS AND FLORIBUNDAS 


BABY DOLL—(Polyantha) 95¢ ea. Beautiful little buds and flowers of yellow with petals edged with 

~ red. Very free bloomer. 

CARROUSEL—(Plant Pat. No. 1066) $2.00 ea. A new floribunda in a truly new "Indian lake" red 
shade. The dark petals are unfading and drop very cleanly from the old flowers. The blooms 
measure 3 to 4 inches across and have from 30 to 35 petals in each bloom. 

CECILE BRUNNER—(Polyantha) 95¢ ea. Dainty little pink buds. Very free blooming. 

CHINA DOLL—(Plant Pat. No. 678) (Polyantha) $2.25 ea. The plant has hundreds of perfect, pink 
roses at one time, each | and 2 inches across. Glossy, mildew-resistant foliage, almost thornless. 
Excellent for low borders. 

CIRCUS—(Plant Pat. No. 1382) $2.50 ea. The ever-changing colors of Circus vary from rich yellow 
and red in the bud to orange-buff apple-blossom pink. 

CRIMSON ROSETTE—(Plant Pat. No. 901) (Polyantha) $1.50 ea. Strong-growing, bushy plant with 
large clusters of very double dark red flowers. 

DAGMAR SPATH—95¢ ea. A lovely white polyantha producing an abundance of blooms on a very 
bushy, compact plant.
